is undoubtedly a good one. With State food 

officials all over the country making conflicting 
rules and regulations for the enforcement of their 
State laws, it is clearly a case of too many cooks spoil- 
ing the broth, and food producers and distributers 
are upset thereby, besides being put to great incon- 
yenience and expense for no sufficient reason. 

We are strongly of the opinion that what is good 
enough for Uncle Sam is good enough for any State. 
The Federal food law was enacted only after approxi- 
mately twenty years of study of the country’s needs 
in that respect. Congress had the assistance of the 
greatest experts in the United States and every con- 
ceivable means for obtaining information upon which 
to base adequate and proper provisions for regulating 
the manufacture and distribution of food.

come from almost every section of the country, 

and, while often they are truthful, short crop 
rumors have a tendency to influence packers to in- 
crease their acreage, believing that they are catching 
“the other fellow” asleep. 

Tue CANNER wishes to warn its readers against 
jumping to conclusions in regard to an apparent acre- 
age shortage in other parts of the country, and then 
doubling up their own acreage. Short acreage and 
short crops have been predicted before now when the 
pack failed to turn out short. In the Baltimore section 
of the country the weather last August was wet and 
cold, so that it looked as though the tomato season 


T= is the time of the year when “short acreage” 


would be over early in September and that the pack™ 


would not materially exceed 50 per cent of an average 
for that part of the country. As it turned out, how- 
ever, September was warm and favorable, likewise 
October, and after all a good-sized pack was made. 
Yet there were packers in Baltimore who in August 
were so sure that the crop would be short that they 
purchased raw tomatoes in New Jersey on the basis 
of $15 to $18 per ton, also bought unlabeled No. 3 
standard tomatoes at 75c to 80c per dozen. 

See the glorious uncertainty of the tomato-canning 
business ! 

We trust that the warning given by Mr. Messenger 
in THE CANNER last week will be heeded by tomato 
packers. Weather conditions last season reduced the 
yield in some parts of the country, hence it follows 
that the same acreage that was planted last year would, 
with normal crop conditions, result in a larger pack 
than was produced in 1908. 

It is natural that short acreage rumors should get 


Uniformity Desired 
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The canning industry would benefit by amendment 
of the Federal. Food and Drugs Act in one or two 
particulars. For instance, canners would like to see 
the law amended so as to compel every label covering 
a can of fruits, vegetables, fish or flesh have printed 
upon it—and in letters large enough to be seen with- 
out the aid of a microscope—the name and address 
of the actual packer. From the standpoint of a 
packer, the absence of a provision of this kind is the 
chief flaw in the national law. Otherwise it is a very 
good law, because it affords ample protection to the 
consumer without unduly interfering with and ham- 
pering manufacturers. 

The conflict in the State laws is very unfortunate, 
creating confusion and in some cases inflicting hard- 
ships which producers should be spared. The Federal 
law gives the public all the protection it needs and 
unquestionably is good enough to be closely followed 
by all of the States without exception.

into very general circulation at this time of year, but 
due allowance for exaggeration and inaccuracies 
should be made.

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The first quarter of 1909 is past, and so far as trade in 
eanned goods is concerned, it was in a degree disappointing, 
though the aggregate of sales was larger during January, 
February and March than during the first quarter of 1908. 
Indeed, the statement is made that local wholesale grocers 
in making up their accounts for the month of March found 
that the volume of distribution of canned goods for the 
month was_not far from 50 per cent larger than for the 
corresponding period in 1908. Conditions, however, have 
been unsatisfactory since the year opened, though toward 
the last of the quarter there was improvement. Con- 
sumptive demand is improving under the influence of spring, 
and this and the wearing down of stocks in packers’ hands, 
particularly the elimination of financially weak packers, has 
developed slightly firmer values, a situation much to be 
desired. With consuming demand active, and undoubtedly 
such will be the case throughout the second quarter of the 
year, it seems entirely probable that firmer prices will pre- 
vail and that the remainder of the unsold portion of 1908 
packing will go out at better prices than packers have 
realized on the bulk of the goods so far distributed. 

We have heard several express the opinion this week that 
it will be a good thing for the tomato packer if the spot 
market does not advance any further until it is too late to 
make additional acreage contracts. Some of the largest 
packers are, in fact, hoping that no further advance will 
materialize before the Ist of June, at least. There is no 
doubt but what the country ought to use a great many 
more tomatoes in the course of twelve months than the 
approximately 11,500,000 cases packed last season, but it 
is beginning at the wrong end to try and increase the con- 
sumption by increasing the supply. The demand should be 
increased first and then the increase in the supply would 
naturally follow.

ness in Chicago is the fact that country distributers are 
using the strike situation as an argument with retailers ip 
the interior, and, of course, the jobbers are using the strike 
as an excuse for buying fewer goods than they would be 
taking in if there were no strike on. Future Western 
tomatoes are being offered in this market at anywhere from 
75e to 80ce f. o. b. factory, but, while the wholesale trade 
are a shade more interested than they were, actual booking 
of contracts is pretty shy. 

Corn—While the feeling prevails among packers that im. 
provement is due, we are unable to record a higher market 
on corn than we described in our last issue. The jobbers 
in this market are seekers after cheap corn. They want it 
around 57%c per doz., and at 60c¢ exhibit slack interest 
yet the offerings of Western corn at 57%4¢, f. o. b. faetory, 
are fewer than they were. Figures we have mentioned 
have reference to standard grades. Country Gentleman 
corn, spot, is offered at 75¢ per doz., factory, from several 
states. Futures continue to sell slowly, with offerings on 
standard from a number of states in the West on the 
basis of 60c per doz. at the factory, and 75¢ for future 
fancy corn. Spot corn ought to do better. The statistical 
position calls for better prices. While retailers, barring a 
very small percentage of exceptions, don’t give the con- 
sumer the benefit of low prices when they are prevailing 
in first and second hands, nevertheless there is a good con- 
sumption of corn in progress and a gradually strengthen- 
ing situation as regards stocks which ought to lead to some 
degree of betterment of values on this article. The last 
two seasons’ packs were heavily short of the production in 
each of the three next preceding years, not only that, but 
they were actually far below the average annual output and 
consumption of corn in those years.

Cans—According to rumors, the persistency of which lends 
them weight, another incision has been made in the prices 
of packers’ cans for the coming season’s use. The report 
is that a dollar has been taken off the price of both Nos, 
3s and 2s, and, if the report is correct, the cut brings the 
former size down to $16 and the latter to $12 per thousand, 
whereas on this date last spring 2s were being quoted for 
season’s delivery at $14 and 3s at $18.40, a difference of 
$2 per thousands on 2s and $2.40 per thousand on 3s for 
1909 use. Presumably, other sizes have also been reduced, 
as it is unlikely one or two sizes would be singled out for 
reduction. In case the rumors current are correct, as seems 
probable, it means that all cans sold to date will have to 
go at the lowest figures, as the manufacturers usually quote 
guaranteeing prices against declines made by competing 
manufacturers. 

We have heard no reason given for a reduction in can 
prices—tinplates haven’t dropped since March 10, so that 
it is generally attributed rather to trade competition than 
anything else. 

The cut, if a reduction has in fact been made, is the 
second since the first announcement of prices on 1909 pack- 
ers’ cans. The initial announcement was made at the Louis- 
ville convention and on cans made of ordinary standard 
plates was as follows:

The following, under the caption ‘‘The Tin-Plate Trade,’’ 
was addressed recently to the San Francisco ‘‘ Argonaut’’ 
from Pittsburg: 

Editor Argonaut: In your issue of February 20 there 
appears an editorial under the subject of ‘‘A Word for Dr. 
Wiley.’’ We quote as follows from the editorial: 

The tin-plate trade is the latest addition to the pack of 
pursuing hounds. Their business has been hurt by Dr. 
Wiley’s warning that tin cans are sometimes so thinly 
coated that their contents become impregnated with arsenic, 
antimony, or lead. The coating is so ineffective that it is 
eaten away by the acids of fruits and vegetables, with the 
result that the contents become poisonous. To make these 
cans in a proper and safe way would be slightly more ex- 
pensive and dividends would be slightly less, so the tin- 
plate makers are up in arms at this unwarrantable inter- 
ference with their vested right to poison the public. In 
the interests of ‘‘business’’ Dr, Wiley must be muzzled at 
all costs. 

Permit us to say, please, that the tin-plate manufacturers 
have in no manner resented any criticism made by Dr. 
Wiley concerning the tin-plate manufactured in this coun- 
try which is used for making containers in which vegetable 
and fruits packs are put. Instead of the tin-plate business 
being hurt, there is more tin-plate used in this country 
today than ever before. 

Permit us, if you please, to say further that there is 
nothing either in the tin-plate coating or in the steel base 
which can be converted into a poisonous substance by the 
acid of the pack. 

There is a general misapprehension on the part of editorial 
eritics that there is only one grade of tin-plate made in this 
country. The packers use, generally speaking, what is 
known as a coke plate, which carries about two pounds of 
tin to the base box. This is the thinnest coated plate that 
‘is manufactured. We make plates which carry a heavier 
coating in the following grades: ‘‘Best’’ Cokes, ‘‘Kanners’ 


Special,’’ ‘‘A,’? ‘*2A,’? ‘*3A,”? ‘4A, ang «eggnog

We have not considered it within the province of 
duty as tin-plate manufacturers to decide for the ean mene, 
facturers what grade of plate they should use. We eal 
consider an attitude of this character an interference 
their business, but we stand ready to furnish any grad = 
coating of tin-plate that may be desired. a¢ 

In an address delivered by Dr. Wiley during the Canners’ 
convention at Louisville, during the first wek of Februa 
he stated that while he advocated about two and onehalé 
pounds of coating per base box, yet he thought that th 
continuity of the coating was more important than t 4 
ing itself, if that be of reasonable thickness, 

When you consider the millions of cans which are mad 
throughout the country and which are filled with vegetable 
and fruit packs and how few, comparatively Speaking, fai] 
in the service, we are of the opinion that a Coke Plate 
perefectly coated is entirely suitable for such service and 
that it would be an unnecessary expense to use a heavier 
coated plate than the ordinary coke, but, as stated above 
we do not assume to dictate what grade of tin-plate a con, 
sumer should use. We let him decide that. 

American Sheet and Tin Plate Company, 
By George P, Early, 

The above official statement by the American Sheet ang 
Tin-Plate Company is a fair one, though we are inelined to 
doubt, the correctness of the second paragraph. We have 
repeatedly advised canners that the entire question as to 
coating is one of grades, of which there is a considerable 
number available, and every one of which, with the single 
exception of Bessemer Cokes, is at least supposed to carry 
a coating of so many pounds to the base box. 5 

It is distinctly no part of a manufacturer’s business to 
dictate what his customers shall buy, and no question can 
be raised on this point. 

Neither can there by any question as to Dr. Wiley having 
expressed himself as favoring continuity of coating as 
preferable to an increase in weight of same, without con- 
tinuity. 

The crux of the matter is that, admitting that a coke 
plate (or a tin-plate by any other name) perfectly coated 
is entirely suitable for food containers, it is impossible 
under present methods of manufacture, to produce a plate 
so coated, as there is a ‘‘continuity’’ of effort to reduce the 
coating on this particular grade, and such effort has already 
placed thisrgrade below the reasonable requirements of a 
plate intended for use in the packing of moist food products. 

It requires no technical knowledge to enable one to under- 
stand that a coating of even five pounds to the base box 
might be applied so carelessly as to render the plate unsat- 
isfactory, but given the care which may reasonably be 
required, and allowing for mechanical limitations, a coating 
equal to two and one-half pounds would unquestionably 
yield better results from the canners’ standpoint, than a 
two pound coating under exactly similar conditions. 

It all hinges upon the word ‘‘perfectly,’’ and by this we 
mean what may be termed commercially, not technically 
perfect, as the latter is not possible of accomplishment by 
human agency.

Indianapolis, Ind., April 5, 1909. 

Epirok CANNER: ‘The market on canned goods remains un- 
changed since our last letter, both as to prices and inquiry. 

The demand for tomatoes continues steady, but prices are 
still low. Standard goods have been sold as low as 70e, de- 
livered Indianapolis, while tomatoes of better quality, if they 
grade full standard, will bring 7214c, delivered here. There 
does not seem to be any prospect of an improvement within the 
near future. A number of factories which have their packs 
stored in public warehouses are being forced to place their 
goods on the market, owing to the fact that the banks are 
pressing them, and jobbers are having no trouble in buying 
tomatoes at their prices. 

Futures are receiving very little attention from buyers at 
present, as they say that when prices get down nearer the 
ruling prices of spots they will be prepared to purchase. How 
ever, sales have been made at 75c factory for limited quantities, 
while 774%4c is the quotation most packers are making. 

Corn is still quiet, but there seems to be a feeling that there 
will be an improvement in price, as conditions warrant same. 
The short pack of 1908, together with the fact that stocks on 
hand are not sufficient to carry the country through until the 
new pack, and in view of the fact that acreage is more difficult 
to obtain this season than ever, making it evident that the 
pack of 1909 will also be a short one, lead packers to believe 
that now is the time for the jobber to buy if he wants cheap 
corn, Standard corn is being offered at 60c, f. 0. b. factory. 

Future peas are being offered at 70c for marrows and 75e 
for early Junes, f. o. b. Indiana factories, but very little in- 
quiry.

Eprrok CANNER: Sales of future corn the past week have 
continued, but not in large volume. I have ventilated my per 
sonal views in my letters to THe CANNER a number of times 
as to the causes, principally to the fact that until Congress 
adjourns and the people know the worst, business men have 
to suffer. Those who have survived through a revision of 
tariff and come forth unseathed are salamanders financially. 
The bewildering possibilities of a revision are confusing to any 
but a lunatic. Buyers reason that they cannot foresee what 
the labor leaders’ next bee in their bonnets will be and fear 
a whole hive at times. The net result has been that future 
sales of canned goods have been cut about 50 per cent so far. 
Enough is now known to state positively that the very best 
state of Maine fancy future corn, packed in Maine, and no- 
where else, brings from 85e to 90c, f. o. b. Portland, although 
some really good fancy sells from 80¢ to 85e, f. o. b. Portland. 
Granting that it is all young and tender, like some swains, 
still there is a selection, for there are thorns on the sweetest 
rose and sharp pins in maidens’ dresses. 

[ think there will be a decrease in acreage—no one can tell 
how much as yet, for it is surprising’ to note how indifferent 
the farmers are when asked to plant. Several factories have 
had to change locations, not being supplied with sufficient corn 
to make it pay to run. It would not surprise me at all to find 
next fall considerable difficulty in buying large lots. In fact, 
it would be surprising if it were not so. 

In one of my previous letters, as I then stated, I looked upon 
my theories as well grounded, and I have today several letters 
from the leading buyers indorsing the same. 


The movement in spot and future lobsters has been fa;

One Seattle broker states that he has on hand at the present 
time orders for over two carloads of Alaska reds, and that he 
cannot supply these orders, even on a pro rata basis. Sockeyes 
cannot be had, even in small lots, and medium reds are out of 
the Coast markets entirely. Pinks and chums are the only 
‘«Spots’’ obtainable. 4 

Pinks.—Spot quotation, 1 Ib. talls, 6744c. A revival in mar- 
ket conditions which the packers have been earnestly hoping 
for seems to be at hand for this grade. Brokers report a large 
increase in the volume of inquiry for pinks and some inerease 
in sales. If the inquiries anticipate any active buying interest 
the next few months should see stocks considerably reduced, 
With signs of industrial improvement throughout the country 
a more optimistie feeling has set im, which is reflected by the 
purchasers in their market transactions, and, moreover, the 
fact that other grades are so well exhausted has compelled 
buyers to turn to this line. With a number of southeastern 
Alaska canneries closing down and many of the others eur. 
tailing their output on pinks, the situation will be materially 
strengthened for futures, prices on which will not be named, 
however, until August. It is likely that a reduction of several 
hundred thousand cases will be made in the pink pack this 
season. 

Chums.—Spot quotations, 1 Ib. talls, 65e. The few remain- 
ing chums are held in firm hands, with no disposition to make 
coneessions.

Not 
mich buying has been done in any grade during the week. 
Standard and seconds peaches are easy and urged for sale, 
sometimes at concessions from quotations. The better grades of 
both California peaches and apricots are about steady, but 
movement is restricted. A good many of the lower grades are 
either here or on their way here on consignment and this fact 
has a tendency to weaken the market. Southern stock remains 
wchanged, with prices only barely steady as quoted. 

State gallon apples are firm, with $2.50 quoted on all desir- 
able lots. Movement is restricted because of this and buyers 
are holding off pending an ease-up in the market. Maryland 
gallons are quoted at $1.90 in some instances, but most holders 
are asking $2. 

Plums are unchanged, excepting that a slight increase in 
demand has developed, which may lead to a considerable 
improvement in the near future. 

Pears are steady. A good deal of movement has developed 


in state Bartletts, but California stock is relatively dull. No 
interest is reported in southern pack. 
Pineapples have improved a bit during the week. Domestic 


packs are steadier and Singapore stock is held firmly up to 
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quotations. Buyers are disposed to- be a bit conservative re- 
garding the purchase of stock. 

Salmon is active, particularly red Alaska, which is held at 
$1.32% to $1.35 for talls. One or two sellers are reported to 
be offering small lots at $1.30, but it is understood that the 
quantity thus offered is small and would in no wise affect the 
market. Nearly all holders are asking $1.25, f. 0. b. Coast, 
for red Alaska for shipment. Medium red is firm at $1.1714, 
with sales restricted somewhat by the firm price. Pinks are 
easy and could be bought at concessions without much diffi- 
culty. Chinook talls and flats are steady and prices tend up- 
ward. The same observation applies to sockeye. Halves are 
plentiful and easy. 

Domestic sardines are quiet. Prices were advanced 15¢ last 
Wednesday. The two weeks prior to the advance were active 
and few quarter-oils or quarter-mustards were left when buyers 
finished covering their requirements in anticipation of the ad- 
vance. The new season opens April 15 and few old pack are 
left in first hands. 

Oysters are quiet, with sales limited in most instances to 
actual needs and buyers act only conservatively. 

Lobsters are steady, but movement is light, high prices 
restricting movement to actual needs. HARLEM.

Baltimore, Md., April 5, 1909. 

EpitoR CANNER: Interest in canned goods circles again 
centers around the gay and festive tomato. Holders and buy- 
ers alike are closely watching to see whiéh way the cat will 
jump. The advance of the last two weeks has greatly encour- 
aged those people who are unfortunate enough to have on hand 
a stock of tomatoes, and they are sanguine that further ad- 
vances will develop in the immediate future. Many buyers, 
however, confidently predict that the recent advance will be 
followed by a reaction, and that there will again be a 65c 
market during this and next month. Most of the buyers, there- 
fore, continue to purchase at the advanced price simply in a 
hand-to-mouth fashion, taking in only sufficient quantities to 
meet their immediate requirements. 

The demand during the first half of last week was quite 
large and everything that would pass as a standard and that 
was obtainable at 65e was picked up. This put the market to 
the 6744¢ basis, but the actual sales at that figure were nat- 
urally not as many or as large during the latter half of the 
week as they had been previously, when the market was 65c. 
This shows that the majority of the buyers do not believe the 
advance will be maintained. The holders, however, are firm 
at 67144e, and it remains to be seen whether the indifference 
of the buyers will break the ranks of the holders or not. Some 
business is being done at 6714¢, but, as before stated, the job- 
bers are only taking in quantities just large enough to meet 
their immediate needs. 

You are doing the industry great service in advising the 
packers to hold down their preparations and pack for the 
coming season, for should the total pack of 1909 amount to 
13,000,000 or 14,000,000 cases there will undoubtedly be a very 
low market all through next winter and spring. 

There was a better buying of future tomatoes last week at 
70c for good standards where brands were no object, and at 
72%c¢ to 75¢ for brands that were wanted. I cannot for the 
life of me, however, see how any packer can figure out a profit 
when he sells good standard goods at 70c. No. 2 futures are 
selling at from 52%e to 55c, but the demand for No. 2 is not 
as good in proportion as for No. 3. This comes about from the 
fact that the sections of the country that use a great many of 
the No. 2 size can, notably Louisiana, Mississippi, Georgia, 
Alabama, Florida, Texas and other southern states, seem to 
still be fairly well stocked with spot goods, and are showing 
indifference to futures. New Orleans in particular is a mrrket 
which usually places large orders for future No. 2 tomatoes

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in Baltimore and other parts of Maryland, but so far this year 
the demand from that market seems to be almost nil. 

Baltimore pineapple packers are—to use a common expres- 
sion—simply up in the air as to what to do in the matter of 
packing during the coming season. The new tariff bill pro- 
vides an increase in the duty on fresh pineapples from $7 to 
$8 per thousand, and a vigorous fight against this increased 
duty is being put up by the packers through the Baltimore 
Canned Goods Exchange. In view of the growth of the pine- 
apple packing industry in the Hawaiian islands and the inroads 
the packers of these goods are making into the trade formerly 
supplied by Baltimore would show that instead of an increase 
of the duty on fresh pineapple there ought to really be an 
abrogation of the present duty on this fruit, so as to put the 
eastern pineapple packers on a fair fighting basis with the 
Hawaiian packers. It has been proven that Florida cannot 
supply the country with pineapple, so there seems to be no 
adequate reason why the duty on fresh imported pineapples 
should be continued. I look for a vigorous fight on pineapple 
during the coming season. The Baltimore packers will not lie 
down and tamely and quietly see their immense business taken 
away from them by the Hawaiian packers. 

The demand for the general line continues to improve, but 
particularly so for cheap corn, seconds and standards peas, 
sweet potatoes, saurkraut, apples and pears. There was a bet- 
ter demand during last week for small fruits, but peaches, 
string beans, wax beans and oysters seem to be practically 
neglected.

Epiron CANNER: A good local interest in the principal 
offerings of dried fruit is noted. Most holders are fairly 
firm in their views on prices, though here and there one might 
be induced to consider a reduction in quotations to clear a lot. 
Buyers are not operating extensively, but all are taking a little, 
which aggregates a considerable quantity sold each day. 

Peaches are firm on all offerings and increased interest is 
shown in all quarters. Some lots of fancy have sold at 7%e, 
and it is more difficult to buy: at this figure here. Spot prices 
are: Choice, 6c; extra choice, 644c; fancy, 74%4e to 7%e; 
extra fancy, 9c to 10c. 

Apricots are in better jobbing demand and the market is a 
bit firmer. The market is firmer on the Coast and tending 
toward a higher level in all grades. Spot prices are: Standard, 
8%e to 9%4c; choice, 944c to 9%c; extra choice, 9%c to 10¢; 
fancy, 10%4c to 10%c; extra fancy, 11%¢ to 12%e. 

Choice and fancy evaporated apples are firm as quoted, but 
ordinary prime grades are easy. Chops and waste are steady. 
Not much movement in small fruits and the market is quiet. 
Spot prices are: Apples, fancy New York state, 84%c to 9c; 
choice, 73¢ to 744c; prime, 6c to 6%c; small, lots, 64%4¢ to

The bill as amended by the senate went to the con- 
ference committee last week, which agreed upon the 
following : 

‘*Food shall be misbranded if sold for use in Nebraska and 
in package form other than that of canned corn, if every such 
package, as provided and named below, does not bear a correct 
statement elearly printed on the outside of the main label of 
the contents and weight or measure exclusive of the container, 
viz.: All dairy products, lard, cottolene or substitutes for lard, 
wheat products, oats products, and corn products-and mixtures, 
prepared or unprepared, sugar, syrup and molasses, tea, coffee 
and dried and preserved fruit. Provided, however, that this 
provision shall not apply to packages put up by the retailer 
nor to packages on hand by a retailer at the time of taking 
effect of this act.’’ 


The bill now goes to Governor Shallenberger for 
consideration.

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MISBRANDING OF CANNED PEAS—NOTICE OF 
JUDGMENT NO. 43. 


The Board of Food and Drug Inspection of the 
United States Department of Agriculture has just 
issued Notices of Judgment Nos. 43 to 47, inclusive, 
all excepting 43 relating to food products other than 
canned goods. No. 43 relates to misbranding of 
canned peas as to weight and is as follows: 

(N. J. 43.) 


Misbranding of Canned Peas. 
(As to Weight.) 

In accordance with the provisions of section 4 of the ood 
and Drugs Act of June 30, 1906, and of regulation 6 of the 
rules and regulations for the enforcement of the act, notice is 
given that on the 9th day of November, 1908, in the district 
court of the United States for the district of Indiana, in a 
proceeding of libel for condemnation of 282 cases of canned 
peas, more or less, misbranded as to weight, wherein the United 
States was libelant and P. Hohenadel, Jr., Canning Company, a 
corporation, Rochelle, Ill., was claimant, the said claimant hav- 
ing filed its answer admitting the allegations of the libel, and 
the case having come on for hearing, a decree of forfeiture 
and condemnation was rendered by the court in substance and 
in form as follows: 

In the District Court of the United States for the District of 
Indiana. 
United States vs. Two Hundred Eighty-two Cases of Canned 
Peas, More or less, and the P. Hohenadel, Jr., 
Canning Company. 6875. 

Now, at this day comes the United States, by Joseph B. 
Kealing, United States attorney for the district of Indiana, 
and the P. Hohenadel, Jr., Canning Company, by Giles F. 
Belknap, its secretary, claimant and owner of the seven hun- 
dred and eighty-five cases of canned peas, by Bamberger and 
Fiebleman, their attorneys, and this cause coming on to be 
heard on the pleadings herein and after due deliberation being 
had in the premises the court finds that all of the allegations 
contained in the libel are true and that the United States is 
entitled to recover herein. 

It is therefore ordered, adjudged, and decreed that the said 
seven hundred and eighty-five cases of canned peas be, and the 
same are hereby condemned as being misbranded under the pro- 
visions of the Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 1906. 

And it appearing to the court that the costs in this case, 
taxed at $ , have been paid by the claimant, the P. Ho- 
henadel, Jr., Canning Company, and the claimant having filed 
herein a good and sufficient bond, to the effect that the said 
seven hundred and eighty-five cases of canned peas shall not be 
sold or otherwise disposed of contrary to the provisions of Food 
and Drugs Act, June 30, 1906. 

It is further ordered, adjudged, and decreed that the marshal 
be, and he is hereby, directed to release the said seven hun- 
dred and eighty-five cases of canned peas and restore the same 
to the claimant, the P. Hohenadel, Jr., Canning Company. 

The facts in this case were as follows: 

On or about September 30, 1908, an inspector of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture found in the possession of the Bement 
Rea Company, Terre Haute, Ind., 785 cases of canned peas 
which had been packed and shipped to it by the P. Hohenadel, 
Jr., Canning Company, Rochelle, Ill, on July 31, 1907. The 
shipping cases, each of which contained 26 cans, were labeled 
and branded ‘‘2 Doz. 2 lb. Cans, Choice Standard Peas. Packed 
by P. Hohenadel, Jr., and Co., Rochelle, Ill.’’ A number 
of the cans were weighed by the inspector and the average 
weight per can was found to be 1 pound 10 ounces, gross. 

On September 30, 1908, the facts were reported by the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture to the United States attorney for the 
district of Indiana, and. libel for seizure and condemnation 
was duly filed, with the result hereinbefore stated.

The grounds on which the Harriman Officials ask 
to be relieved of the order are that their lines do not 
pass through St. Paul at all in reaching Spokane and 
that Spokane is off their direct line from Chicago 

Moreover, they assert that, as the haul from Chi- 
cago to Spokane is some 400 miles longer by way of 
the Harriman lines than by the Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific, whatever rates may be found rea. 
sonable for the northern lines may not be reasonable 
via their route. 

It is unusual for a road to ask for a higher rate to 
competitive points than a rival has, even though the 
distance is longer, and it has been suggested that the 
Harriman lines do not care to readjust rates to other 
interior points than Spokane without a specific order 
from the commission saying how the adjustment js 
to be made. 





NEW INDEPENDENT TIN PLATE MILL. 

A new independent tin plate mill is to be built near 
Chester, W. Va., by W. G. Brangham, formerly of 
the American Sheet and Tin Plate company, who has 
interested Steubenville, Ohio, and Wheeling, W. Va. 
capitalists in the enterprise. The new plant will em- 
ploy six hundred men and will be on the main line of 
the Panhandle road. This will be an eight-mill plant 
and construction on it will be started at once, it is 
stated. 


SOLDER IN CANS FOR JAPAN. 

H. M. Commercial Attaché at Yokohama (Mr. E. 
I’, Crowe) reports that the Japanese police authorities 
are now enforcing article three of the regulations 
respecting receptacles for provisions and beverages 
issued by the home office in 1900. This article pro- 
vides that solder which is in contact with the contents 
of tinned goods must not consist of an alloy with more 
than 20 per cent lead, while receptacles must not be 
lined with an alloy of tin and lead which contains 
more than 5 per cent of lead. In soldering the outer 
portions of tins which contain, or are to contain, pro- 
visions, no alloy must be used which consists of more 
than 50 per cent of lead. Up to the present, says Mr. 
Crowe, several tins of provisions of American and 
French manufacture have been found to be in contra- 
vention of the last clause, and have therefore been 
confiscated.

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CHICAGO SHIPPERS COMBAT NEW MISSOURI RIVER 
RATES. 


Following the announcement that the western rail- 
roads intended to contest in the courts the Interstate 
Commerce Commission’s order reducing through 
freight rates from Chicago to Denver it developed 
Wednesday that the shippers of Chicago and of the 
Missouri river cities are not satisfied with the commis- 
sion’s disposition of the Kindel case. 

It is stated that the rate relation between the cities 
is likely to be changed in such a way that the Missouri 
river cities will tose the advantage they expected to 
gain. At the same time Chicago shipping interests are 
afraid they will not receive the offsetting advantage 
they expected from the extension of the through rate 
principle to western points. 

Although the commission ruled that the through 
rates from Chicago to Denver should be less than the 
sums of the local rates, it also said that if the roads 
would charge reasonable local rates the through rates 
need not necessarily be lower than the combination of 
locals. 

The Denver commercial organizations fear the effect 
of through rates and even have gone so far as to ask 
the railroads to apply for an injunction. The Missouri 
river jobbers asked for through rates from the sea- 
board, but are protesting when through rates to Den- 
ver are established. Also the railroads are objecting 
to the reduction in revenue as well as to the change in 
the rate adjustment. 


GROCERY STRIKE STILL UNSETTLED. 

Another fruitless effort was made Wednesday to set- 
tle the strike of wholesale grocery employees. A meet- 
ing between officers of the union and representatives 
of the Merchants’ exchange were held in the morning, 
at which negotiations were broken off. In the evening 
Business Agent Alexander Gilchrist of the union was 
notified by the merchants that the employers have de- 
cided to hold no further conferences with the union or 
the strikers. 

This places the strike up to the Freight Handlers’ 
District council, and it is stated that a sympathetic 
strike of freight handlers, which would tie up every 
freight house. in ‘Chicago, is a possible outcome of the 
situation. 


NEW A. BOOTH CO. TO START. 

Unless something unforeseen springs up, the new 
Booth company will be launched May 1. The details 
of the reorganization have’ about. been worked out, and 
it only remains for the creditors to formally petition

WORLD’S TRADE IN i908 SHOWS DECLINE In 
IMFORTS AND EXPORTS. 


A statement has just been issued by the London 
Board of Trade dealing with the trade and commerce 
of certain foreign countries and British possessions 
for the year 1908. It appears that during that year 
the United Kingdom headed the list, both in imports 
and exports, the figures being respectively £513,475, 
000 and £377,220,000. Germany comes second in im 
ports, the value being £409,048,000, while in the case 
of exports the United States stands second, with £360, 
139,000. Germany’s exports were £322,030,000 and 
the United States’ imports £232,594,000. The follow- 
ing are the figures for the other principal countries: 
France, imports £243,634,000, exports £210,878,000; 
Belgium, imports £134,004,000, exports £103,413, 
ooo ; Italy, imports £121,238,000, exports £74,330,000, 
and Austria-Hungary, imports £105,518,000, exports 
£96,874,000. The imports of the United Kingdom last 
year—£513,475,000—show a decline, the correspond- 
ing figures for 1907 being £553,866,000 and for 1906 
£522,786,000. The exports, which in 1906 were £375,- 
575,000, rose to £426,035,000 in 1907, fell last year to 
£377,220,000. A decline in imports and exports also 
took place in the case of most of the other countries. 
A notable exception is that of Canada, whose exports 
rose from £48,926,000 in 1907 to £50,902,000 last year. 
The return also gives statistics relating to four coun- 
tries during the month of. January last—namely, 
United Kingdom, imports, £46,824,000; exports, £28,- 
803,000; United States, imports £21,568,000, exports 
£32,230,000; France, imports £21,387,000, exports 
£14,372,000; and Belgium, imports £10,745,000, ex- 
ports £6,682,000.

LARGE PER CAPITA CONSUMFTION OF RAISINS IN 
GREAT BRITAIN. 


George Robertson, a California statistician, has 
compiled some interesting comparisons as to the 
raisin consumption of America and the United King- 
dom. As presented in the Fresno Republican, he says 
in his article: 

The present time, when much interest is being 
shown in the promotion of the consumption of Cali- 
fornia raisins, seems a favorable opportunity to en- 
deavor to enlighten the general public as to its great 
value, and the comparative neglect with which it has 
hitherto been treated. 

To give a practical illustration of this fact it should 
only be necessary to quote a few figures, which will 
speak for themselves. 

It may be said, without exaggeration, that for gen- 
erations the United Kingdom has always been the 
greatest market for raisins and currants. It has been 
an almost daily article of diet in some shape or form 
for both old and young, especially the latter. The 
boys of Christ’s Hospital, London, the well known 
“Blue Coat School,” a large and ancient institution, 
receive a packet of raisins annually, the funds for 
which were left by one Peter Symonds, in his will 
dated 1586. 

The population of the United Kingdom according to 
the last census amounts to 41,459,000, and that of the 
United States, 75,694,000. 

The home consumption of raisins in the United 
Kingdom was 73,161,312 pounds; currants, 142,789,- 
696 pounds. Total, 215,951,008. Equal to, per head

Equal to .89 pound per head of population, but 
allowing for under estimates, we may safely call it one 
pound per head of population, compared with five 
pounds per head in the United Kingdom. 

This clearly proves the large margin there is be- 
tween the amount now consumed in this country and 
the extent to which the consumption might be devel- 
oped ; in other words, if the people appreciated raisins 
as they have been for centuries in Europe, the acreage 
in raisin grapes might be more than doubled and the 
growers still obtain a fair price for their products. 

The food value of the grape or raisin is greater than 
that of any other fruit in popular consumption. This 
superior nutrient quality is due to the large amount of 
sugar, also gluten, mineral salts, and fruit acids, to- 
gether with a lesser quantity of water than usual in 


fruits. Grape sugar is the chief nutritj 
The particular advantage which grape sugar 

over all other types of sugar is the ease of ‘teen 
tion. Grape sugar, unlike other sugars, is naturale 
the state to which all other carbohydrates fo .

LAKE SUPERIOR A STORAGE RESERVOIR. 

Man’s most stupendous attempt, writes John A, 
Howland in the Chicago Tribune, to control one of the 
forces of nature is said to be the proposed use of Lake 
Superior as a storage reservoir. A number of times 
it has been pointed out that with proper regulating 
works the fluctuations in level of the other great lakes 
could be reduced. Just now the general effect of the 
works hitherto carried out by the Sault, both those for 
the improvement of navigation and those for the de- 
velopment of water power, is to lower the general level 
of Lake Superior. However, with the comparatively 
simple process of placing regulating works at the out- 
let of the lake the level could be held constantly at the 
highest point which is desirable for lake traffic. 

The huge area of the lake in this way would be 
available to raise the level in the lower lakes during 
dry seasons of the year. But in order to make possible 
these controlling works it will be necessary to condemn 
the water power companies now operating there or at 
least compel their operation under restrictions. Jan- 
uary 5 a bill was introduced into congress appropriat- 
ing $250,000 toward the cost of condemning these 
properties. Some think, however, that were the regu- 
lating works over the free channel extended far 
enough the interference with the present water power 
plants could be made comparatively slight.

ARTIFICIAL LOBSTER. 

A new method of defrauding the public which was 
discovered by an inspector under the Sale of Food ang 
Drugs Act is reported in the annual report of the 
Local Government Board issued yesterday. 

Two samples of what purported to be potted lobster 
were taken in Blackpool from a firm who appeared to 
be the actual manufacturers. The analyst’s report 
showed that both samples were entirely devoid of 
lobster. 

They consisted of some kind of potted fish mixed 
with bread and colored with a coal-tar dye. They 
also contained a fair quantity of borat preservative, 
and were covered, as usual, with a layer of melted but- 
ter—Daily Express, London. 





BOLIVIAN TIN. 

Reports being received from Bolivia seem to indi- 
cate that there is a falling off there in production, 
and every now and then news is being received of 
some of the smaller mines having petered out. Bolivia 
is known to be full of very rich surface deposits, but 
it has not yet been proved that there is a load at depth 
in the place. Some reason for the falling off lately 
has a!so been caused by the fact of the tin trade crisis 
and therefore financial crisis in Chili where these 
Bolivian mining ventures are financed, and for the 
present as various spots being worked are giving out, 
there are no new ventures being taken up for the 
present.—American Metal Market.

His discount account certainly was not intended to care for 
a quantity of canned goods that might have to be carried over 
through the winter. Neither does the insurance account show 
that he expected to carry insurance on a good portion of his 
pack that perhaps he is compelled to carry through the winter. 
He does not seem to have given postage, telegrams, stationery 
and office help any place on his account. Anybody knows that 
has carried on the business for a number of years thaf the cost 
of salaries, labor, stamps, stationery, telegrams, telephone, rent, 
ete., could not be covered by the item of labor in his estimate, 
nor would it be taken care of under the item of sundry ex- 
penses, etc. If his figures are intended to cover the actual cost 
of packing at the time of packing he is pretty near to the 
mark, but as no factory can operate year after year and dis- 
pose of its output promptly and stop the expense of the kelp 
that must be hired by the year as soon as packing is over it 
will be necessary to add something to his estimate.

When it comes to the promoter it seems that the 
doomed to have the promoter with them always, Leahy 
move as a body against the misrepresentation of such gundl 
as are engaged in the promotion of canning factories, The 
promoters lie, pure and simple; lie to those whom they would 
induce into the business. I know that lie is a strong term 
But no promoter dare challenge the statement; if he does I will 
produce figures and the facts that will compel him to take 
water. 

Until the canning fraternity are organized as one man: 
until they have a fund on hand and pay officers to expose the 
frauds perpetrated on the public by canning factory promoters 
will the trade suffer from the trade of the promoter. 

There is enough money invested in the canning business now 
and enough people interested in the business to organize, con- 
tribute money to pay officers who will have time and who will 
be paid for the time to expose the work of the canning factory 
promoter. More than that, until the canners are organized, as 
are many of the other manufacturers, will they continue to 
suffer as they do now. 

The packing business is certainly in a deplorable condition 
at this time. If the owners of canning factories organize they 
can demand a reasonable and fair price for their stuff. They 
can demand that their labels be used or at least their name go 
on the labels along with the name of the jobber, so that they 
will get credit for good goods when they furnish them. If they 
organize they can allow their goods, when they happen to have 
an over pack, to go on the market as the market requires them, 
and not each and every packer undertake to market his own 
stuff by the cutting process and disposition of their goods at 
less than cost of production. 

If the canners organize, and doubtless they will, as they 
undoubtedly should, there will be no 45¢ Indiana pumpkin.

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Neither will there be any 65c Indiana No. 3 tomatoes. Of 
course, those persons who are not posted on costs, even though 
they have but recently engaged in the business, will be shown 
where they are wrong in their calculations. There will not be 
so many wrecks of canning factories strewn on the financial 
shoals as has been the case in the past. It is a fact that 90 
per cent of all the persons who have engaged in the packing 
business during the past twenty years have lost their money 
in that enterprise. A pretty bad showing, isn’t it? But it 
is a fact that only 10 per cent of the factories started during 
the past twenty years have succeeded and are still running in 
the hands of their original owners or their direct successors 
without loss to the owners of such plants. 

As Mr. Guirl stated at the convention on March 10 in 
Chicago there used to be a saying that if you had anything 
against a man and wanted to see him fail just buy him a 
saw mill and he would certainly destroy himself in time. The 
saw mill people found it necessary to organize, to establish 
grades, to establish inspectors and to do business as business 
people do it. Since that time your chances of making money 
out of a saw mill are quite as good as making it out of a bank. 

I want to say to you, Brother Packers, that the future of the 
packing business depends upon your organization, and your 
organization now, establishing grades, having inspectors, de- 
manding your rights in the way of having your names on the 
labels, insisting on having a living price for that which you do 
produce. 

Is it not a shame that about 10 per cent, or, at most, 20 per 
cent of inexperienced or irresponsible packers should make 
the market price at which persons who know what it costs to 
produce goods are compelled to sell their produce, when they 
know that they are not getting back 100 cents on the dollar’s 
worth of goods sent out! Why should the packing fraternity 
continue to do business on such an unsatisfactory and unbusi- 
nesslike basis? 

The packers have it in their power to change these condi- 
tions, and if they do not do it they must blame themselves und 
nobody else. You can go to the farmer, the lumber man, the 
miner or to almost any of the lines of manufacturers and see 
that they are organized and get a fair return from the capital 
invested, the labor expended and the knowledge used in the 
line or lines of business in which they are engaged. 

In conclusion, let me ask the packers to write something on 
this subject. There is no better time than the present to 
organize and do something for yourselves, and at the same 
time put the business on such a plane that it will no longer be 
pointed at by the finger of scorn or with a sneer on the part of 
the persons with whom the packing fraternity do business.

DISCOVERY OF ANCIENT TIN MINES. 


United States Consul Edwin N. Gunsaulus, of 
Johannesburg, reports the discovery of tin in Rho- 
desia, which experts declare to be the site of an ancient 
tin working. The ancient workers went down only 
12 feet, but a shaft recently taken down 30 feet dis- 
closed traces of copper and tin, and it is thought pos- 
sible that the ancients worked for both metals, out of 
which they made bronze. The tin is found associated 
with iron and copper in chlorite of schist. At the bot- 
tom of the shaft a lode has been opened up 12 feet in 


width, and the values are % of 1 per cent of tin a 
3 per cent of copper. The formation is the “mud 
the Herberton tin fields in Queensland. . 


PROTECTING LOBSTERS IN ; 
WATERS. a 

The Committee on Fisheries and Game of the Ma 
sachusetts House of Representatives has reported 
favorably a bill which has for its object the protectio 
of lobsters in Massachusetts waters. The bil] provides 
that after its passage it shall be unlawful for any per- 
son not having been a continuous resident of Massa. 
chusetts for at least one year previous, to set or Cause 
to be set or kept any net or trap for the catching of 
lobsters in the waters of this state. It is provided 
however, that the board of selectmen of any town or 
the mayor and aldermen of any city of the common. 
wealth may grant permits in writing to any non- 
resident to set lobster pots for his own family use in 
the waters of their respective towns or cities.

A eanning factory may be put up this spring at Hunting- 
ton, Ind, according to a report from that place. 

R. M. Peacock, of Minneapolis, is reported considering 
the establishment of a canning factory at Grundy, Iowa.

Fruit Notes 











The first report has been sent in regarding the two-thirds 
failure of the Missouri peach crop. This report should have 
been in some time ago. 

It is reported that the fruit growers of Utah have reached 
an understanding whereby the Utah Fruit Exchange will be 
established on a permanent basis. 

According to some authorities the stock of dried peaches on 
the coast is between 4,000 and 5,000 tons, the latter figure 
being considered to be a most liberal estimate. 

Sacramento advices by mail say that all varieties of fruit are 
promising well except apricots, which undoubtedly will be 
short, particularly in the Vacaville and Suisun districts. 

The Elberta peaches in Texas, it is reported, will not make 
more than 25 per cent of an average crop. Other varieties 
are in good condition, but the total yield will be very short. 

Reports via Richland, Ore., say that in the upper part of the 
valley the yield of fruit will doubtless be as heavy as ever, 
but that the unusually cold weather damaged peaches near 
Richland. 

North Yakima, Wash., advices say that many of the old 
prune orchards in that vicinity which have been neglected for 
a number of seasons are receiving attention this spring with a 
view to reviving the prune industry.

The improvement in the tomato market was well 
sustained this week, and the stronger undertone ap- 
years to be spreading to other sections, of which the 
hest evidence is the increased demand for lots of one 
or two cars for both spot and future deliveries. Two 
weeks ago there was a strong pressure to sell that 
carried the price down to the lowest level of the season, 
and the buyers were scared away temporarily. Then 
there came a steady, persistent buying demand which 
quietly absorbed all the offerings at the low point, 
and when the weak sellers were eliminated from the 
market a recovery in the values set in which may 
further manifest itself in a return to nearer normal 
prices for the canned article. The conservative ele- 
ment among the canners does not want to see an 
advance to prices that will encourage a large output 
in the coming season, and its advice on that point will 
be heeded, probably. All in all, the situation has 
cleared and purchases made at today’s prices, for both 
spot and future deliveries, seem reasonably safe. 

In the other lines of vegetables there was a fair 
demand for corn, especially the low-priced offerings, 
sweet potatoes, which are growing more in popular 
favor, spinach, which has also got into the staple class, 
kraut and baked beans. Inquiry for peas develops a 
scarcity ef cheap seconds and standards.

There are a 
goodly number of orders on hand for good standards 
at 65c per dozen, with no sellers, and while probably 
many buyers have covered their immediate require- 
ments and are disposed to hold off on further pur- 
chases at the advance, on the other hand a great many 
weak holders closed out completely during March and 
others sold sufficient to put them in an independent 
position. We are inclined to think that the market is 
is a better position now than for several months past 
and that whether or not it reacts to 65¢ per dozen 
before packing season the general trend will be higher 
until it adjusts itself to the price of new packing, 
which is today nominally 72¥c per dozen. 

Spot market today is firm at 67%c per dozen. It is 
difficult to buy goods of only fair standard quality 
under this price, although at 67%c per dozen we can 
offer some particularly nice tomatoes, desirable for 
buyers’ labels. We have a few goods to offer at 65c, 
but they are fair standard quality only; that is, a 
standard fill, but a little off color. 

Future Tomatoes have received more interest with 
increased activity in spots. The market is nominally

f. o. b. Baltimore, with apparently no great pressure to 
sell on the part of packers. There is still considerable 
uncertainty as to the preparations for acreage and 
pack. Futures are being offered f.o.b. factories in 
Southwestern Virginia at 67'%2c per dozen, net, taking 
Baltimore all-rail rate to western points. These goods, 
however, are not available for eastern markets because 
of high freight rates.

justify. They will all tell you that low-grade prices 
are not productive of high grade goods and reputable 
treatment. Packers have accepted low prices for 
futures before and have frequently cut their cloth 
accordingly. Mr. Buyer, we do not ask you to take 
the say of one firm for verification of these facts— 
ask a dozen high-class packers and write us if they 
contradict our assertion. You cannot afford to place 
orders for futures with sellers of no rating who take 
flyers and chance shots. If you do so, disappointment 
is courted. When next fall’s deliveries are made, your 
trade will suffer in return.

The Ohio Canners’ association will hold a meeting 
today at the American Hotel at Circleville for the pur- 
pose of discussing subjects of interest to the Ohio 
canning industry. J. C. Warvel, of Wauseon, is 
president of the Ohio Canners’ association and James 
Stoops, of Waynesville, secretary. 

Secretary Charles Voigt of the Wisconsin Pea Can- 
ners’ association reports that the Antigo Canning Co. 
has become a member of the State association and that 
it has also signed the better can resolution, although it 
signed too late to have its name published. Secretary 
Voigt calls attention to Bill No. 529-a, now before the 
Wisconsin Legislature. ‘This bill creates,” he says, 
“a new section of the statutes, to be known as No. 
4601-4a. The bill is a long one of 34 pages and defines 
the legal standards for the purity of food products in 
general. It is the most comprehensive statement of 
standards that I ever saw. Among other things this 
bill provides what are suitable containers. I quote, 
‘Suitable containers for keeping moist food products 
such as sirups, honey, condensed milk, soups, meat 
extract, meats, manufactured meats and undried fruits 
and vegetables, and wrappers in contact with food 
products, contain on their surfaces in contact with the 
food products, no lead, antimony, arsenic, zinc or cop- 
per or any compounds thereof or any other or poison- 
ous or injurious substance. Jf the containers are 
made of tin plate, they are outside soldered and the 
plate in no place contains less than 113 milligrams of 
tin on a piece 5 centimeters square of 1.8 grains on a 
piece 2 inches square. The inner coating of the con- 
tainers is free from pineholes, blisters and cracks...’ 
As I figure the above standard would be equal to a 
coating of a little over two pounds per base box. 
Those Wisconsin canners who have signed the better 
can resolution are therefore well within the law. The 
bill as proposed is to take effect from and after its 
passage and publication. Our association has thus 
far not taken any stand on this measure, either for 
or against it.” 

Since the recent meeting of the Western Packers’ 
Canned Goods association the question of the packer’s 
output has been discussed and there are quite a num- 
ber in favor of the following suggestion, writes Sec- 
retary F. F. Wiley, “That we should have a Distribut-

At a recent meeting of the Swedish-American League of 
Illinois in Chicago, attended by 420 delegates from twenty 
six counties, unanimous support was given to a resolution 
which calls for the stamping of original packages of all 
foodstuffs with the exact quantity of food which is in the 
package. 

Minnesota Dairy and Food Commissioner Wright has 
offered a substitute to the House committee on foods and 
dairy for the Perkins bill, which foreed the placing of the 
net weight or measure on each article sold in packages. 
The substitute limits articles to be labeled to flour or mill 
produets in sacks or packages, butter, lard and substitutes 
for butter and lard. This substitute was offered because it 
became apparent that the Perkins bill was too drastic and 
sweeping to pass either the comittee or house. 

Dispatches from Harrisburg, Pa., say that the Murphy 
pure food bill has passed the Senate by a vote of 35 to 9 
and been sent on to the House. This bill, to which violent 
opposition has been taken by various interests in Pennsyl- 
vania, legalized the use of benzoate of soda in prepared 
foods, and in general conforms most closely to the Federal 
pure food law of 1906, and the benzoate interpretation of 
that law aecording to the report of the Referee Board, which 
recently declared that benzoate of soda was harmless. This 
enactment, when it passes the House of Representatives and 
is signed by Governor Stuart, will become active at once, 
and will legalize the use of proper preservatives in Penn- 
sylvania, thus placing this state in line with the Federal 
statute. 

At a recent meeting of the Old Colony Grocers’ and Pro 
vision Dealers’ Association of Massachusetts the following 
resolutions were adopted: 

‘*Whereas, The Referee Board, consisting of some of the 
ablest scientists and chemists in the country and appointed 
impartially by ex-president Roosevelt, has, after months 
of eareful investigation and exhaustive research, reported 
that benzoate of now used in food products is 
entirely harmless, and 

‘*Whereas, The United States Government has officially 
approved the report of the Referee Board and fully sane- 
tioned the use of benzoate of soda, as per F. I. D. 104, and 

‘*Whereas, Certain concerns are seeking to prejudice the 
public mind against benzoate by circulating shrewdly 
worded, misleading advertisements claiming that the 
benzoate question is not settled, that benzcate is a poison 
and used only by unserupulous manufacturers in insanitary 
plants to conceal inferior decayed raw materials, therefore, 
be it 

**Resolved, That the Old Colony Grocers’ and Provision 
Dealers’ Association heartily condemns the policy of such 
firms on the grounds that these advertisements are false 
and misleading; that they tend to destroy public confidence 
in all food products, and are inimical to the best interests 
of producers, dealers and consumers.’’

Speaking of ‘‘splitting’’ labels, the New York Journal of 
Commerce says that ‘‘aside from the question of preserva- 
tives, the proposed Pennsylvania food law, as a result of 
compromise and tinkering, proposes another very remarkable 
arrangement regarding labels. As first drawn, the bill pro- 
vided for a truthful label on the original package put up by 
the manufacturer. It did not, and could not, make any pro- 
vision for further labeling the goods when that original pack- 
age was broken and subdivided. This failure to repeat the 
label was branded by some of the newspapers as a scheme of 
the ‘‘adulterators’’ to palm off bogus goods on the people. 
Of course, such goods were described in the most obnoxious 
terms possible, and no consideration whatever was given 
that possibly there might be a reason for the omission. Man- 


ifestly, it is impossible for every package of . ,

The text of 
Food Inspection Decision 106 is as follows: 

‘<The definition of the term ‘batch’ as given on page 4 
lines 12 to 14, of Food Inspection Decision 77, jg hereby 
extended to ‘include also the contents of any one package 
cask, or other container holding 500 pounds or lesg of dye. 
even though the contents of such package, cask, or container 
has not undergone the same treatment at the same time and 
the same place as a unit. 

‘‘The word ‘mixtures’ as used on page 3, line 15 from the 
bottom, and following, of Food Inspection Decision 77 is 
hereby declared to mean not only such mixtures as consist 
wholly of certified coal tar dyes, but also those which egp. 
tain one or more certified coal tar dyes (and no other Coal 
tar dye or dyes) in combination with other components, ¢on- 
stituents, or ingredients not coal tar dyes, which other com. 
ponents, constituents, or ingredients are in and of them. 
selves or in the combination used harmless and not detri- 
mental to health or are not prohibited for use in food prod. 
ucts; the exact formula of such mixtures, including all of the 
components, constituents, or ingredients, or other parts of 
the mixture, together with a statement of the total weight 
of mixture so made, must be deposited with the Secretary of 
Agriculture and a one (1) pound sample thereof must be sent 
to the Seeretary of Agriculture, but such formula need not 
appear on the label; in lieu of which may appear the legend, 
‘Made from certified lots No. — and No. —, ete.,’ and no 
mention need be made of any constituent or constituents 
other than of the certified coal tar dyes employed.’’

CANADIAN TIN PLATE DUTY WANTED. 


Application has again been made to the Dominion 
government for a duty on tin plate and galvanized 
sheets. This question was settled at the last revision 
of the tariff by the government deciding that it was 
not to the advantage of the country to have such a 
duty. 

The recent cut in prices in the United States in tin 
plate has undoubtedly been the cause for the latest 
request for a duty. Before this cut in prices took 
place, the dumping clause prevented United States 
manufacturers from dumping tin plate into Canada, 
since this clause has been applied to non-dutiable as 
well as dutiable goods. 

Now, however, that this cut price is the regular 
price in the United States, the dumping clause does 
not prevent tin plate being sold in Canada at the cut 
price. 

It is very unlikely that a duty on tin plate will appeal 
to the Dominion government any more now than it 
did in 1906.—Canadian Manufacturer.

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IMPORTERS OF CANNED FISH OPPOSE SCHED- 
ULES OF PAYNE TARIFF BILL. 

The schedules of the Payne tariff bill relating to 
canned fish have been found, after a careful scrutiny 
and comparison with the Dingley act, to bear heavily 
on the importers of tinned fish, such as herring, mack- 
erel, tunny, etc. There are no changes, however, in 
the common bulk salt fish. 

The representative of a leading New York house, 
in speaking with the Fishing Gazette, said that 
“under the proposed measure the duty on herring and 
some other articles would be over 150 per cent of their 
value, being in some cases 10 cents per tin. This duty 
would not only restrict the general importations, but 
put certain of the cheaper goods out of the market 
altogether. Prices on them cannot be advanced beyond 
a reasonable limit. All kinds of tinned herring, mack- 
erel and tunny fish would have to pay a duty on the 
same basis as the more luxurious sardine. It would 
mean a great hardship to the people who use these 
good, cheap canned fish.” 

The general belief among the importers is that the 
change in wording from the Dingley law is an error, 
and that it was not intended to impose any such high 
duty upon the articles in question. 

It is pointed out that the old tariff provided for 
certain specific duties on anchovies, sardines, sprats, 
brislings, sardells, packed in oil or otherwise, in bottles, 
jars, tin boxes or cans. The duty was 1% cents when 
in packages containing 7% cubic inches or less. There 
were correspondingly greater duties on larger sized 
tins. Furthermore, in another paragraph provision is 
made for “all other fish” (except shellfish) in tin pack- 
ages, which must pay 30 per cent ad valorem. Under 
the new tariff the paragraph is changed to read: 

“Fish (except shellfish) known or labeled as ancho-

three and not more than seventy cubic inches, 10 cents 
cents per bottle, jar, keg, box, or can; if in other 
packages, 30 per centum ad valorem; when in other 
tin packages, 30 per centum ad valorem; when in 
undivided packages, containing less than one-half 


barrel, and not specially provided for in sectio 
2 of this act, 30 per centum ad valorem.”

Congressman Bennett, of New York, has introduced in 
Congress a bill providing for the consolidation of third and 
fourth-class mail matter under the title ‘‘merchandise’’ for 
the establishment of a parcels post and for the insurance 
of all mail matter against loss or damage. Under the terms 
of this bill the rate on an 11-pound package of merchandise 
would be 25 cents, with a series of charges for packages 
under that weight. On all unregistered prepaid mail matter 
on which value has not been declared, an indemnity up to $10 
would be allowed for actual loss or damage through the 
fault of the postal service. On registered packages on which 
a value has been declared, and on which the charges for reg- 
istration, insurance and postage have been prepaid, the Post- 
office Department would pay full value for any loss or dam- 
age resulting through the fault of the department. The fee 


for registration and insurance up to $25 would be 2 cents. 
Representative Bennett has also introduced a measure pro- 
viding for 1-cent letter postage, beginning January 1, 1910. 


A case interesting to manufacturers selling package foods 
selling through retailers was decided the other day by the 
Supreme Court of California. It was in the suit of Charles 
P. Grogan, a manufacturer of olive oil, against H. G. Chaffee, 
a cut-price grocer of Pasadena, Cal., who continued to adver- 
tise and sell Grogan’s olive oil at less than the minimum 
retail selling price established by Grogan. In its effects this 
decision is one of the most important rendered in grocery 
cireles in a long while. It is a complete justification by 
California’s highest legal tribunal of the ‘‘fixed price’’ 
principle involved in the so-called Pacific Coast plan of sell- 
ing goods through the retail grocers and recognizes the right 
of the manufacturer to control the price of his product 
through all channels of trade down to the consumer. It 
means the elimination of the ‘‘piratical price-cutter,’’ as he 
is called, and gives the manufacturer the right to protect his 
retail customer against the dealer who buys highly adver- 
tised staple articles upon which the manufacturer has built 
up a reputation, and, by cutting the price almost to cost, 
seeks to capture all the trade of his neighboring retailers. 

‘<Tt is not so very long ago that William E. Mason, then 
sharing the public’s joys and sorrows as Senator from Illi- 
nois, introduced,’’ says the Chicago Daily News, ‘‘a national 
health department with a Cabinet official at its head. The 
laugh that went up was so voluminous and annoying that the 
Senator hastened to deny the authorship of the measure, 
saying that he introduced it to accommodate a mysterious 
stranger, name unknown, who slipped the bill to him and then 
ran away. Just see how we have progressed since then! 
The same thing is talked of once more, but this time with 
the President as its sponsor and all the medical profession as 
well as the laity voicing approval. It wasn’t that the public 
didn’t admire health in those good old days, but rather that 
it thought the national government had no business dabbling 
in things which the states should provide for or that the indi- 
vidual should attend to with the aid of his family doctor.’’ 

‘‘The decision of the Supreme Court of California recog- 
nizing the right of the manufacturer to control the price of 
his product through all the channels of trade down to the 
consumer, proceeds,’’ says the New York Journal of Com- 
merce, ‘‘on well settled principles of law. These recognize 
the freedom of the individual manufacturer to make such 
terms with his customers as he chooses, always assuming that 
he has not succeeded in getting into his own hands the virtual 
monopoly of the product in which he deals. As a general 
rule, it may be said that any individual manufacturer may 
sell his manufactured stock to whom he pleases and on any 
terms he pleases, and can refuse to sell to any one with 
whom, for his own reasons, however capricious, he does not

According to the Fishing Gazette, of New York, “the 
resolution recently adopted by the New York State Oystermen’s 
Protective Association calling for the separation of the Shell 
fish Department from the Commission of Forest, Fish anj 
Game, is a step in the right direction. The oyster industry hag 
suffered to a great extent because the business has been ham. 
pered by being made secondary to that of birds and tress, 
There are hundreds of thousands of acres of land under water 
which might be utilized for oyster growing if the conditions 
were such as to warrant oyster growers taking them up, B, 
Frank Wood, state superintendent of shellfisheries, has done 
everything in his power to aid oystermen and will continue 
to do so. If, however, he was a commissioner instead of bein 
a superintendent, there is no doubt but that he would have 
a much greater influence for the good of the industry than he 
now has.’? ; 

Legislators of the state of Maine are kicking because they 
have been asked to contribute $47,000 of the state funds 
for fish hatcheries. It is opposed on the ground of extraya- 
gance. One of the state solons announced that a single actress 
was able tosedraw more men away from the state than were 
attracted by all its hunting and fishing. While the legislator 
did not mention it, the popular belief is that the actress must 
be engaged in lobster culture and that probably the subject 
is financially if not mentally self-supporting—The Fishing 
Gazette. 

The pineapple schedule in the new tariff bill is interesting to 
importers and packers of pines for canning. The existing tariff 
is based on the crate unit and amounts to about 14 cents. The 
proposed tariff is based on the thousand pineapples, irrespect- 
ive of size or value or container. As a matter of fact, this 
would make the tax in inverse ratio to the value of the fruit, 
the smallest fruit paying the largest duty and the most valu- 
able escaping with a small tax. It would amount to a tax 
of 16-25 of a cent per pineapple, small or large. Thus a crate 
of 14s—that is, 14 to the crate—would pay a duty of 9c; 18s, 
11%e; 24s, 15 9-25e; 30s, 19 1-25c; 36s, 23 1-25c; 42s, 26 2-25e, 
and 48s, 303%4c. The average bulk of shipments during the 
season comprises 30s and 36s. Pineapple importers are dis- 
turbed at this state of affairs, especially as they claim that it 
is designed to directly favor a handful of American growers in

Florida. They say that in all of Florida there are less than 
a dozen pineapple growers and they employ only a few hands. 
To protect this little industry, all the producers of Cuba and 
Porto Rico are discriminated against. The importers of this 
fruit have appointed L. J. P. Bishop as a committee to pro- 
ceed to Washington and undertake to have the tariff revised. 

A. C. Thompson, of Sidney, Ohio, is raising fresh water 
oysters, which he feels, says the Fishing Gazette, are equal 
to blue points in size and flavor. Three years ago he planted 
four barrels of fresh water oysters in the Miami river, just 
north of Sidney, for the purpose of experimenting in fresh 
water oyster growing. To his mind there was some question 
as to whether a fresh water bed would thrive or not. The 
oysters were allowed to remain undisturbed until the first of 
the present month, when Thompson made an investigation. He 
raked up about three hundred of the nicest shaped oysters that 
have been seen in Sidney, Ohio, in some time. They were 
the size of blue points, and Mr. Thompson is authority for the 
statement that they made the finest eating. 


Writing in the Van Camp Packing Company’s ‘‘S. M. B.,’’ 
W. M. Wilkes, says that ‘‘ No living man can describe a flavor. 
There are no words adequate to it. The connection between the 
mind or the ear and the palate are not physiologically close 
enough to enable it to be done.

Mr. F. S. Dow, represent- 
ing the Heinz Company at last Tuesday’s hearing before the 
senate committee, declared that the President was ‘‘influ- 
enced’’ by malign interests when he appointed the referee

THE TINPLATE DRAWBACK STATISTICs, 


The earliest tin plate drawback statistics available 
are those for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1884 and 
we understand the regular drawback arrangement on 
tin plate began at about that time. 

The statistics since then are given in the table be. 
low, which refers to fiscal years, and gives the num. 
ber of pounds of tin plate on which drawback was 
allowed. The weights are slightly in excess of the 
actual tin plate exported, as there are certain allow- 
ances, the drawback being paid on the minimum 
quantity of tin plate required in the manufacture of 
cans, with allowances for waste.

It is a curious fact that 1907 showed the smallest 
drawback movement barring the ‘first year named 
above, 1884, while the following .year, 1908, showed 
the largest since 1894, and within 5 per cent of the 
largest in the whole period, shown in 1889. 

Late in 1902 the American Tin Plate Company 
made an arrangement with the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation, controlled the skilled labor in most of the tin 
plate mills, whereby the men were to work for 25 
per cent under the regular scale, whatever it might 
be, when making tin plate used for rebate purposes. 
The plan was that the American Tin Plate Company 
was to allow its tin plate customers a rebate, on the 
exportation of containers, etc., made from its tin 
plate, so as to capture a portion of the trade which 
had been going to Wales through the government 
allowing the Welsh plate to come in practically duty

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id. The wage concession was small relative to the 
total rebate which would have to be given in order 
to meet the competition, but there was at times a 
liberal profit in the steel, which helped to permit the 
necessary concession being given. The drawback 
trade was the subject of sharp competition at times 
between the American Tin Plate Company and the 
Welsh mills. It will be observed that’ in some years 
since 1902 the domestic mills seem to have made 
a fair hole in the drawback trade, but on the whole 
there was not as much business done as was ex- 
~ the passage of the Wilson-Gorman tariff 
law in 1894 there was a long wage struggle in the 
American tin plate mills. An agreement was reached 
early in 1895, by which the mills were started at a 
material wage reduction, although the reduction was 
not as large as the manufacturers had originally con- 
tended was absolutely necessary. As soon as the 
mills resumed American tin plate began to sell at less 
than imported tin plate. The foreign tin plate was 
still being imported in large tonnages. The market 
divergence occurred about February, 1895, while in 
the following fiscal year, beginning July 1, 1895, 
there was imported 247,414,509 pounds of tin plate, 
in excess of the drawback plates for the same year. 
The mills had trouble in holding their market, and in 
any event were disposed to have a market of their 
own, as the sentimental effect, as to the building of 
new mills, was regarded as worth furnishing, even 
at some expense. In the next fiscal year, ended June 
30, 1897, the tin plate imports, less drawback, 
amounted to 105,161,472 pounds, and in the next 
year to 34,013,656 pounds. 
' In the next fiscal year ended June 30, 1899, the 
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drawback was allowed on more tin plate than was im- 
ported, making the actual domestic consumption ap- 
parently a minus quantity, 11,792,801 pounds. Prob- 
ably that came about through variations in stocks. 
It was not in warehouse stocks, as the figures we 
use are not those of “general imports” but of “im- 
ports for consumption and withdrawals from ware- 
house.” There were suspicions that there were ir- 
regularities in the drawback payments. 

From that time on the total imports have been but 
little in excess of the plates on which drawback was 
allowed. Following are the imports for consumption 
for the past ten fiscal years:

The total of the above is 1,374,994,406 pounds; the 
total tin plate on which drawback was allowed during 
the same ten years was 1,269,282,119 pounds, the 
difference being 105,712,287 pounds, or an average of 
10,571,229 pounds a year. 

Our tin plate imports for actual domestic consump- 
tion, therefore, have averaged about 100,000 boxes a 
year during the past ten years, and this quantity has 
not changed much from year to year, the apparent 
variations, by which in 1899, 1901, 1903 and 1908 
drawback was allowed on more tin plate than was 
actually imported, being due to the time elapsing be- 
tween the importation and the drawback payment.

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NEW JERSEY PACKER CALLS DOWN A NEWSPAPER 
EDITOR. 

Wm. Laning & Son, the well known packers of 
Bridgeton, N. J., promptly called down the editor of 
the Bridgeton News for favoring the Ginelley bill, 
which would require that New Jersey canned goods 
show the date of packing. The Laning letter contains 
very convincing arguments against the proposition 
and reads as follows: 

To the Editor of the News. 

We notice an article in Tuesday’s Evening News, on the 
editorial page, stating that there is good sound sense behind 
Assemblyman Ginnelley’s bill providing for dates on all canned 
goods that will show to each purchaser when the can was filled. 

In reply to this, we beg to say there is not good, sound sense 
behind this bill, and we are sure the Evening News would not 
think so if the matter were looked into. There are many rea- 
sons why this bill should not become a law, and not one single 
good reason why it should. The consumer of canned goods 
would not receive any benefit from such a law, and the packers 
and all dealers in canned goods would practically be put out of 
business. If canned goods deteriorated after they were packed 
it would be a different matter, but the fact is they do not. 
Goods that are properly packed will keep two or three years as 
well as one. The bill of Dr. Ginnelley provides that every can 
shall have the date stamped upon it. This is not practicable, 
for it is impossible for any packer to tell how many cans he 
will need for his season’s pack, and he must have his cans 
ordered or made up before the crops are ready for canning. 

Then, another very important matter is this: Very often 
severe hailstorms have come along and ruined tha‘crops just 
before it was time to gather. This leaves the packer of canned 
goods with a lot of empty cans on his hands which he must 
either throw away or pay a fine of ten dollars for each and 
every can, according to the Ginnelley bill. 

The canned goods packers of New Jersey do not think the 
Ginnelley bill should become operative after this year, as such 
a law would inflict great loss to them, and the consumers of 
eanned goods would not receive any benefit from such a law.

PLANS FOR CALIFORNIA ‘‘RAISIN DAY.’’ 


The Fresno Chamber of Commerce and the Pub- 
licity Bureau of the Southern Pacific Railway Co. are 
giving active assistance in promoting the success of 
the “Raisin Day” scheme of the California growers. 
General Passenger Agent Horsburgh, of the Southern 
Pacific, who is the originator of the California Raisin 
Day idea, has appointed Fred S. Shoup, his repre- 
sentative in the campaign, and Mr. Shoup will devote 
practically his entire time to Raisin Day matters from 


now until April 30, the date appointed for its 
observance. 
Raisin Day headquarters have been opened in 


Fresno, and from there the publicity campaign will be 
directed. It is expected that a fund of $35,000 will 
be raised to defray advertising expenses and work of 
securing subscriptions is being pushed vigorously. A 
striking poster is being made to be placed in hotels, 
public waiting rooms, depots, on steamships and rail- 
way trains and other public places-in every part of the 
United States. A million “Raisin Primers,” contain- 
ing recipes requiring raisins and telling many ways in 
which the fruit may be served in appetizing manner, 
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are to be printed and sent out broadcast through every 
state of the Union. It is planned to send a box of the 
choicest raisins of California brand to President Taft 
the Vice-President and members of the Cabinet a 
smaller boxes or cartons to each United States Senator 
and Representative, with the request that the rec} 

ients help to observe California Raisin Day by eatin 
the fruit which they receive on April 30. Many otha 
ways will be devised to advertise the plan to all classes 
of people, and it would seem that it would not want 
of success from lack of sufficient publicity. [ft has 
been announced that the Raisin Day campaign is to be 
followed up by general advertising of raisins, so that 
the prestige gained by the special Raisin Day adver. 
tising may be not lost, as it is realized by all that this 
is a temporary expedient to‘get the raisins started into 
consumption. 


WHO PAYS THE TARIFF TAX? 


There are many weak points in the logic of your 
ardent protectionist, but there is none upon which his 
reasoning wabbles more than that relating to the ques. 
tion who really pays the tax. One of his chief argu. 
ments in ihe early days of his policy was that the for- 
eigner pays the tax on our imports and thereby helps 
mightily to support our government as well as our 
industries. Occasionally he reverts to that argument 
in these days, but it gets tangled up with so many 
others with which it is not consistent that the result js 
apt to be confusing. There is a good deal of exhilarat- 
ing mental exercise in following what passes for rea- 
soning in a thorough-going protectionist speech and 
seeing what analysis will reduce it to. 

In his two days’ speech intended to elucidate and 
illuminate the bill which will pass into history with his 
name attached to it, however much it may be “trans- 
lated” after the manner of Bottom the Weaver before 
it gets there, Mr. Payne took considerable pains with 
the “little joker” of coffee on the free list with a 
string to it. He said that if the facts correctly ap- 
peared before the committee that framed the bill “Bra- 
zil is now levying an export duty of 47-100 of a cent 
upon every pound of coffee exported to the United 
States. We are paying that and it is added to the 
price of the coffee, and we are paying that toward the 
support of the Brazilian government.” This export 
tax is not levied alone on coffee exported to the United 
States, but all countries that consume coffee of Brazil 
are also contributing to the suport of the Brazilian 
government in the same way. 

There is no doubt that the consumer pays the tax, 
wherever it may be levied. The exporter at Rio or 
Santos pays it to his government, but he adds it to the 
price and so passes it on to the importer here, who puts 
it on his selling price and passes it along to the re- 
tailer, and it finally reaches the consumer. But, 
thinks Mr. Payne, it is a poor rule that doesn’t work 
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oth ways. We will turn it around and make the 
Brazilian producer pay a tax equal to that which he 
‘aposes upon us. In fact we will make him pay his 
os and ours too, by levying an import duty just 
pin to his export duty. This makes it a very puz- 
ye “fittle joker,” and you cannot be sure where you 
rl Gnd it. But this is just what Mr. Chairman 
Payne said about the effect of clapping on the import 
duty in retaliation tor the export duty: “Unless Brazil 
cuts off her export tax, the exporters of coffee in 
Brazil will be paying on their coffee to get into this 
market 47-100 of a cent to the government of Brazil 
and 47-100 of a cent to the government of the United 
States, or 94-100 of a cent, while the other countries 
will have no export tax and will not have to pay any 
duty to the United States. ; ay 

That statement is rather dazzling, if it is not rather 
dazing. We have just seen that we were paying that 
export duty “toward the support of the Brazilian gov- 
ernment” through the price paid by our consumers, 
but it seems now that the little joker is not under that 
thimble. The exporter is paying the duty to “get into 
this market.” According to our notion when the 
coffee gets here the importer pays the price, including 
the addition on account of the export tax, and if an 
import duty at the same rate is put on here he has to 





pay that directly and he passes it along to the dealer, 
the retailer and the consumer. In the end the con- 
sumer pays both, and it is hard to see how he has got 
even in the matter of the export tax. Mr. Payne has 
just said that the exporters in Brazil must pay both. 
But he makes another nimble shifting of the thimbles, 
for right between the statement that we pay the export 
tax and the statement that Brazil pays both the export 
and import tax is this statement as to those who im- 
pose upon us with their export duties: “We propose 
to meet them on that ground and say to them that 
whatever the amount of their export tax we will put 
on the same amount as an import tax. We will double 
itand we will get half of it and they will get the other 
half.” 

Well, well. Where is the little joker now? 
you see it and then you don’t see it. When there is 
no import tax we pay the export tax. When we put 
on an import tax Brazil pays both. But, no, without 
mentioning who pays, we will remark that between the 
two “we will get half and they will get the other half.” 
That is, we just swap the amount of the taxes and 
come out even. Nobody gains and nobody loses. But 
really somebody must pay, and, in our humble opinion, 
the American consumer pays the export tax of Brazil, 
and his own government retaliates for him by making 
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Stop Hand Work!

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him pay an import tax of equal amount on top of it. 
We may “double it” and divide it between two gov- 
ernments, but it is all paid by the subjects of one. A 
tax upon the sale or purchase of any article of con- 
sumption, at whichever end of the market it may be 
levied, falls upon the “ultimate consumer,” and if it 
is levied at both ends he gets it all at one blow.— 
Journal of Commerce, New York. 


OPINIONS OF COAST CANNERS ON SALMON LABEL 
DECISION. 

In regard to the ruling made by the Food Inspec- 
tion Board, whereby humpback and dog salmon must 
be labeled as such instead of pinks and chums, C. W. 
Dore, lately vice-president and general counsel of 
the Alaska Packers’ association, states that it con- 
flicts with the United States fishing laws covering the 
labeling of fish. 

Thos. J. Gorman, another prominent Coast factor, 
believes the ruling, if enforced, would cause the sal- 
mon packers not a little annoyance on account of hav- 
ing their labels ready for the coming pack and feels 
sure the ruling was a result of misinformation, and 
that when the department is more fully advised the 
order will be modified so as to admit of labeling as in 
the past, for the coming season at least. 

Philip J. Brady, still another salmon packer, giving 
his opinion on the ruling, holds that he does not know 
of anyone using the label “pinks” in connection with 
dog salmon, and that for many years humpbacks have 
been known as pinks in Alaska or “Alaska pinks” and 
“Puget Sound pinks” when caught in the Sound, with 
no difference in quality. If these are not pink sal- 
mon, Mr. Brady says, he would like to know what 
color they are and which is a pink salmon. 


FOREIGN TRADE OPPORTUNITIES. 

No. 3234. Establishment of a jam factory.—Con- 
sul-General J. G. Lay, of Cape Town, South Africa, 
reports that a plan is being evolved in Greytown for 
the establishment of a jam factory there. The consul- 
general states that, according to a Natal correspond- 
ent, there should be plenty of scope for such an in- 
dustry, as there is at present but one factory of this 
description in the Garden Colony. No further in- 
formation in regard to this matter has been received 
by the Bureau of Manufactures.

DURING THE MONTH OF FEBRUARY, 1909, 


Commercial movements in the domestic field during 
February on the whole indicate a larger degree of in- 
dustrial activity than for the preceding month. Re 
ports received by the Bureau of Statistics of the 
Department of Commerce and Labor show heavier 
movements of coal, and especially coke, due to the 
larger demand of the iron furnaces. Larger lumber 
receipts at consuming and distributing centers and 
increased building activity in the larger cities are 
another sign of industrial revival. The movement of 
grain and provisions toward the Atlantic seaboard 
shows a considerable diminution, mainly because of 
the smaller demand for export. 

February receipts of livestock at seven primary in- 


terior markets, 3,071,211 head, were decidedly lower 


than during the corresponding months of 1908 and 
1907, when 3,680,734 and 3,312,533 head were re 
ported. This decrease is due primarily to the smaller 
number of hogs received at all the important primary 
markets, though the arrivals of cattle and calves like- 
wise show smaller monthly totals than a year ago. 
The number of cars used in the transportation to 
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t of the above-reported animals is calculated 
compared with 62,961 and 59,786 cars, the 
alculated totals for February, 1908 and 1907. Chi- 
‘490 alone shows a diminution of over 5,000 cars for 
- month, as compared with the February, 1908, 
cord. Livestock receipts for the two months of 
the year at the same markets, 6,778,103 head, also 
compare unfavorably with corresponding 1908 and 
1907 figures of 8,210,572 and 7,176,978 head. The 
receipts of cattle since the beginning of the year, I,- 
255,008 head, were considerably lower than during 
the preceding two years. The receipts of hogs since 
January, 4,002,073 head, while in excess of the num- 
her reported for February, 1907, show a 25 per cent 
decrease, as compared with corresponding 1908 fig-

Shipments during February of packing-house prod- 
ycts at Chicago, 150,295,702 pounds, were more than 
32 per cent below the February, 1908, shipments. The 
main diminutions occurred under the head of fresh 
beef, cured meats, hides, lard, and canned meats. 
Shipments since the beginning of the year, 340,180,- 
236 pounds, also show heavy decrease from the cor- 
responding 1908 and 1907 totals of 435,131,160 and 
437,779,186 pounds. The less favorable figures of the 
livestock movements are due to some extent to the 
smaller demand for export, which was extremely 
heavy during the early months of 1908. The east- 
ward trunk-line movement of provisions during the 
month from Chicago and Chicago junction points, 
68,252 tons, was 27 per cent lighter than during Feb- 
ruary of the preceding year. 
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Grain receipts during the month at fifteen primary 
interior markets, 52,129,691 bushels, were consider- 
ably in excess of the total reported for February, 
1908, of 47,229,151 bushels. The wheat, corn, and 
barley receipts for the month were heavier than for 
last year, while receipts of oats fell about 2 million 
bushels below the total reported for February, 1908. 
As compared with corresponding 1907 figures, all 
the items except barley show considerable shrinkages. 
Flour shipments during February from thirteen im- 
portant milling centers, 2,927,429 barrels, compare 
favorably with the corresponding 1908 and 1907 fig- 
ures of 2,848,414 and 2,339,175 barrels. Aggregate 
grain receipts at the above markets for the season 
beginning September 1, 446,714,844 bushels, show but 
slight differences from the totals recorded for corre- 
sponding periods of the 1908 and 1907 seasons of 
441,347,340 and 455,395,494 bushels. The combined 
season receipts of wheat and barley show a gain of 
about 40 million bushels over the 1907 total, while 
those of corn and oats show a loss of about 34 million 
bushels. 


Livestock receipts during the month, or four weeks 
ending with February, at four leading Atlantic ports, 
701,503 head, compare unfavorably with the Febru- 
ary, 1908, total of 797,744 head. The number of 
cattle and hogs received was smaller than a year 
ago, while slight increases appear under the head of 
calves and sheep. The same remarks apply to the 
figures for the two months ending with February, 
1,582,658 head, compared with 1,755,187 head for the 
first two months in 1908. 
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Combined flour and grain receipts during the month 


at the same ports likewise show a large shrinkage 
from 18,384,558 bushels during February, 1908, to 
10,826,861 bushels during the last month. The largest 
decrease occurred under the head of corn, though 
wheat and flour receipts also show smaller totals than 
a year ago. Receipts at these ports since the be- 
ginning of the calendar year aggregated 23,342,738 
bushels, compared with 36,593,650 and 40,444,007 
bushels received during the first two months in 1908 
and 1907. The smaller export demand is largely re- 
sponsible for the lighter grain movement to the At- 
lantic seaboard. 

Sight receipts of cotton during the month aggre- 
gated 1,001,317 bales, compared with 980,495 and I,- 
229,089 bales during Iebruary, 1908 and 1907. The 
port receipts for the month, 689,188 bales, on the 
other hand, were lighter than the February, 1908 and 
1907, receipts of 700,979 and 925,835 bales. The port 
receipts for the season ending with February, 8,133,- 


279 bales, were largely in excess of the 1 

figures of 6,953,805 bales, though below tea 
figures of 8,244,434 bales. The domestic oninae’ 
takings for the season are stated as 3,434,354 bale 
compared with 2,584,420 bales for the preceding a 
son and 3,401,982 bales for the 1907 season. It should 
be noted, however, that the increase over last season’ 
total is due almost entirely to the larger takings of 
northern mills. The southern mills appear to have 
increased but slightly their takings since last yea, 
American stocks at the end of the month are stated 
as 1,495,651 bales, compared with 1,122,701 and 1.

DUTY ON PIG TIN. 

While the Payne bill called for no duty on pig tin, 
the rumor that a duty may be imposed for revenue 
purposes in the last stages of the bill, still is afloat, 
and importers are adding to their contracts for deliv- 
eries beyond May, the following conditions: “This 
sale is based on there continuing to be as at present no 
duty on pig tin, any duty which may be imposed, to 
which this lot may become liable, to be for buyer’s 
account,” and similar protectory clauses.—American 
Metal Market.

When such help is offered the offer goes a begging 
nine times out of ten. The dealer objects that his 
window is valuable and thinks he ought to be paid for 
“advertising” the goods. Land of love! Ain't yoy 
going to make a profit on the goods if the advertising 
is successful?
